It is said that this gontlom.in is to ho 
arraigned at Iho bar of tho l^xecutivo 
Couacil to-morrow. Tlioro aro Hlrango 
ramors nfloati as to tho reasons i'or this 
oztraordtnary oonrso on tho pnri of 
the Exeoative. Ono is to the oftout thai 
Mr Bsgbio bus been marked isaTictim 
for declining to endorse tho lato illegal 
and outragoous policy of Mr Seymour 
at Cariboo ; the other (.and most im^ 
probable) is that charges bavo boon 
made against him of speoaiatiog in 
mioiag claims, Mr Begbie is by no 
means a popular man. Through a inis- 
takon sense of duty bo has been guilty 
of more than ono act of oppression in 
times gone by, for which be has boon 
visited with Iho lull weii^'ht of public 
oenauro. But that ho has been 
corrupt — that ho has undorlalcon to 
adjudieiito ia Buits whovo ho was in 
any manner intoroslcl — wo c-.mtio' 
bring oursolvoa to bolicvo.

Tho Roman correspondent of the I/ih- 
crte (M. do Girardin's paper,; writing on 
tho 4tli ot July, gives some particulars 
about tho Pope which aro not withont 
interest : — ' ;<,\ 

•' Tho Iloly Father is now in his 75lh 
year. Ho ia of tho middle height, or 
slightly above it. The air of Rome and 
his sedentary habits have given him an 
embonpoint , not, however, enough ta iii- 
conveuieuce bim, and which disappears 
under bis ccclcsia.stical costume. , His 
hair is white, though thick ; his forehead 
large and prominent ; the eyes deep set, 
and Qashing with strango light ; all the 
features arc strongly marked, but in 
harmony with oiiuli other. Thei-c aro no 
wrinkles on that face ; tho eoniplcxioa is 
alightly coloured, but transparent. Tlio 
mouth, soraowliat i)roiniiiuiit, gives to his 
■whole physiognomy an expression of gen- 
tleness nnd of extraordinary benovoloneo. 
Had Pius IX. been n prince, instead of 
holding the liiglie.st place in tlio Untliolie 
hierarchy, it might be said that his visage 
was marked by that good nature which 
Stendhall declares he has never yet met 
with in Italians. Ilis health is excellent. 
In ISGO, care, nnd sorrow, nnd anxiety 
for the future iiiipartetl to the hutuours 
an extraordinary iiioveiiieiit. There was 
intermittent fever, and during the winter 
of 1863 there were Eeriotis fears for bis 
life. But the robust constitution of the 
Pope triumphed easily over these com* 
plications ; the fever wont oDF, and health 
soon returned." 

The eon e.'^poiuleiit of the Lihrrtr. says : 
" 1 met, the Popo yesterday outside tlie 
Angelica gate. He was on foot, accom- 
panied by one of his camcrieres. It gave 
1110 as iiineh as I oould do to keep up 
with liiiii, he walked so rapidly. lOvei'y- 
i.liiiig about liiia shows oxtraoniinarj vi;,' 
our, anil the loiij^'e.st eoiemoii ien do not 
exhaust him. He takes a walk every day 
oU foot in the Pincio or outside the walls.' 
Of the habits of his Holiness ho says, — 
"The i'opo always rises at 5 o'clock. 
Tie at oneo goes to his prayers. At G, a 
vald de chambrc is in attendance to shave 
him, after which he is visited by his doe- 
tor. At 7 he says mass. He rarely 
breakfasts before 11, on account of the 
oflioes of the Sistine Chapel, and also be- 
cause be receives his Ministers in the 
morning. Pius IX. very seldom presides 
at the Council of .Ministers ; that duly is 
lefL to Canliu'il Aniunelli, who ^'ivts an 
aceoiiiit to l! e Pojie the same day of the 
resolutions that may he adopted, and who 
submits for his decision matters of iinport- 
anoe. The temperate habits of the JPope 
are well known in Rome. A friend of 
mino attaelied to the I'"iiil)n«.sy \y;v\ pres-- 
eiit last winter nt his dinner— a fast day 
— Iiavint,' an ni'gciit despaleh lo eouiiniini- 
eatc. The I'opo dines alone nt a little 
table — this is strict etiquette. His Holi- 
ness had just partaken of a soup of herbs, 
and he had before hira two gurnets — the 
gurnets of 1 taly rescniblo sardines — a plate 
uf French beans, and llii'ee little a])])ka. 
'J'liis excessive sobriety kcep^ liini in gentle 
gaiety. He converses very willingly 
during his walk and after bis dinner, at 
which his intimates are present, partic 
ularly M. do Merode, who ho lins been 
obli'ed to sacrifice, but whnm he always 
sees with great iilcnsiire. .\[. do Merode 
is of a s|irit:lilly mind, but sotiiewhat 
caustic, ami the Pope is ofien obliged lo 
atop him in tho tho name of charity which 
is due to our fellow- creatures. INI. dc 
Merode told tho Pope a day or two ogo 

that Moiiseigueur H , Bi.sliop of , 

in France, when coiuhictitig his clergy to 
the Coliseum, pointed out to his vicar^ 
general the .-ijiot where Nero used to view 
the dying gladiatoi's. His Holiness burse 
out laughing I Every one knows that the 
Coliseum was built on the site of Kero's 
gardens ; that A^esiiasiaii hiiil the first 
stone of it, and lliat it was (inishcd under 
TiUis nnd Doniiiiaii. At 1 1< llie Pope 
retires to his little npartiiieiit, the monas- 
tic simplicity of which is known to all the 
world. 

" There arc tvro distinct characters in 
the Pope — the iiiaii and tlio Supreme 
Poiitifr. The mail is siinple, kind iiearled 
familiar, nceessilile, nnd phiylYil ; the 
I'ontifl'is digiiiliud, nusUM'o, :uul Honii'- 
liiiies even terrible. He has also two dis- 
tinct physiognomies — the one fnll of meek.. 
ness when ho blossea the crowd prostra- 
ted before him ; llie other biblical, terri- 
ble, iuj^piied, V, liieli all may liuve rciiiai'k- 
when, borne on his (jestaloriii, on the eve 
of Si. Peter's, with arm sti i-telied ha'tli, 
and eye lighted up, ho solemnly protcsled 
against the spoliation \>f the Holy See. 
The lines of tho mouth on Ihcso occasions 
assumed a strango appearance ; Iho lips 
became thin and eomp!-e.<Heil, and lost 
that cxpi'e.-sioii of goodness iviiieh all 
have reniaiked in his |)ortrails." 

His Holiness occupies himself very 
little with tho Gove/nment, Ourdinal 
Anlonelli does nothing without consult- 
ing him, but. the Popn always a|i))roves. 
His tm/inory is exiniordinary, and he re- 
cognizes at his audience persons whom ho 
had seen only a few minutes two op three 
years before. 

Tho correspondent of tho Lihcrtc ac- 
quits Pius of all taint of that nepotism 
which distinguished, or disgraced, many 
of his predccessora. On his accession to 
the Poiitilical throne he sent fur his heir.-i, 
and said to them, " llcrc arc r)00,oOof, it 
is all that you shall over get from me,'' 
and he has kept bis word I n tiio opinion 
of a great number of enliyhlencd Catho- 
lics tho invasion of the States of the 
Church has restored tho Papacy to its 
true mission, and I'iiii IX. exercises a 
unral authority greater nasiiredly than 
auy of his prcdcces.sors : —

OOOf.— £140,000, It Is out ot Ibis moderate 
earn that ho keepa I'apal NuneioH in foreign 
OonriB, ond pays li2,0()0f, (£880.) a year of 
naob of the Outdinals who rosido in Romo. 
Out of this, too, lie keeps up the Vatican, 
that immcQBO pluco whioli contains not Iobs 
than 4 000 rooms, and whiob requires a larj^o 
staff of dpmeslios. The Pope also pays th ) 
Palatine Guard and Iho Noble Guard ; kcops 
up thn Pontifical Cbapel, pays tho camcrieref, 
his houtiiihuld, &e. All tbfs..l8 ndminiHtered 
with aslonivhing regulorlty andACQOOmy. In 
Homo Iho Pope is univorBoij^tB^pyed, Tho 
Popo is good,, but his UnvernmllSt Is bad, is 
tho ritorncHo ot all tho Romans, petauadcd aa 
Ihey nro that it a humiliation lor them to be 
governed by priests. There is sonie olover- 
ness in making this dltttnctioa between the 
Pope nod hfg QoTeromQat, Tha S'reDo^ 



Revolntion bad its storting point in the fol- 
lowlnif words, which were incessantly rapeat- 
od Bt VersBilleBfas in Paris, in 1790-' The 
King is good— ah 1 i f the King kn ew all.'" 

Death ok .\n Eccentric Savant. — The 
doalh of Dr. Trousseau (says tho Star's 
Paris correspondent); has revived many 
interesting anecdotes of ' lis early days. 
When but fourteen ho was attending a 
course of lectures on mngnelism given in 
a small country villago, where it happened 
Dr. Brctonneau was recruiting his health. 
A workman, whoso sight had been seri- 
ously injured by a splinter of iron havihg 
entered his' eye, was attended by the 
Doctor, who, with all his skill, utterly 
failed in extracting tho small fragment 
imbedded in the mass of iuOamed Qcsh. 
Tlio boy Trousseau heard of the case, and 
returning from a lecture on the power of 
the magnet, asked leave to try its success. 
As tho experiment could not produce 
pain, leave was granted, nnd in a few 
seconds tho future "prince do la science'' 
showed the iron splinter attached to the 
end of bis magnet. Dr. Breioniieau 
struck by tho boy's intelligent application 
of tho facts revealed to him in the lecture, 
adopted hira as bis pupil, with whut re- 
sult wo all know. During the last t^vo 
inoulhs Dr. Troufi.seau pointed out daily 
to Ins class of hospital, .students the pro> 
gross of the disoaso which Carried Inra 
ofl" aud a few days before his death in- 
spected the tomb ho had ordered lo be 
erected for himself. Ho said the masons 
had done their work well ; and after pay- 
ing them, drove to an uaderta'.;er's where 
he arranged as to his funeral, settling the 
amount it was lo coil, remarking as he 
did so that relations were usually over- 
charged, nnd he was determined his 
family should only pay what wa s right.
